SPANISH PREMIER 8HOT TO
DEATH BY MANUEL ZARRATE,
A RADICAL,

HAS GUN IN HANDKERCHIEF

Execution of Professor Ferrer Belleved
to Have Prompted Deed—Murderer
Commita Suiclde—King Alfonse
Weeps When Death Is Told,

Madrid, Nov. 13, —Premisr Canale
Jes of Bpain was aseassinated by an
anarchist in this city Tuesday. The
premier was shot to death as he stood
upon the steps of the home office,

Tho assassin who subascguently com:
mitted sololde was ldentifled as Man-
ual Pardias Zarrate, a dangerous radi-
oal who has been under police surveil-
lance.

News of assassination epread at
once throughout the clty and created
intense excitement. When King Al
fonso heard of it he ls sald to have
wapt with grief

The anarchist, who had evidently
been walting for some time to gel a
chance to fire upon the premier, rush.
ed forward as though to address a pe-
titfon to the government official when
he nppeared on the steps of the home
offlca.

Beeonure of the dangerous state of
politieal unrest in Spain, the premler
had been warned repeatedly to retain
A guard about hls person, but Senor
Canalejas pald no attention to this In-
junetion and frequently went about
unattended. He had recelved a num-
ber of death threats

The pollice belleve that the assas-
sination is a direct outcome of thae
executlon of Professor Ferrer, the
Hepubliean who was condemned und[
put to death for his radical writings |
about a year and a half ago. '

Zarrate shot himself with the same
revolver that had taken the life of
Senor Canalejas.

The assassination was witnessed by
A number of persons, but happened so
quickly that they could give no ald.

As the anarchist sprang toward Pre«
mier Canalejas he pulled a handker-
chief from his pocket In which was
& concealed revolver. At the Instant
8enor Canalejas slightly turned his
head, Zarrate, taking qulek alm, fired
and the bullet struck the premler be-
hind the right ear.

Before Senor Canalejas toppled a
second shot was fired, which also
struck him In the head. As several
soldiers who stood beslde the door ot
the heme office sprang forward Zar-
rate turned the revolver agalnst his
heart and pulled the trigger.

The two bodles fell within a few
feet of each other.

Medical aid was at once summoned
and soldiers were brought from the
barracks to prevent the escape of any
accomplices of the assassin who might
be near by.

Although the physicians arrived
withiln & few moments Premler Conal-
ejas was already dead. In his hand
he clasped some papers which he had
been carrying when shot. The first
ehot had apparently been fatal,

Famishing Swarms Retreat in
Disorganized Mass to Con-
stantinople.

AS SEEN BY CORRESPONDENTS

Boldleras Claw Each Other for Food—

Parls, Nov, 13.—Jean Rodes, a staff
correspondent of the Temps, who has
reached Constantinople from the war
zone, sends a vivid picture of the mis-
ery of the Turkish soldlers and the
disorganization of the Turkish army.

“Weo have witnessed the fallure of
the Turk as a wmoldler,” says Rodes
"We have seen him dying of hun-
ger, worn out by fatigue, wrecked by
suffering, and running away after hav-
ing abandoned his place in the com-
bat,

pleture of human distress than that
presented by these unhappy men,
thrown Into one of the most terrible
wars in history without food, without
medical  atlenlion, sloewmt  withoul
ohlefe, almost without arms.

BRAVERY SHOWN AT TUPELO

Two Mers Boys Display Pluck When
Ordered to Make Observations
of Movementas of Enemy.

After the Guntown affair and A. J.

Omith's Hed River expedition the
' army was consolidated and sent again
| Into Misslssippl, where we found For
rest at Pontowoe, After a short skir

for two nights and one day on the
Okolona road. We started befors day-
| Hght on the second day for Tupelo,

in advance, with the Baeventy-second
Ohlo in the lend. We soon heard firn
ing In the rear, as Forrest saw we
‘wore stealing a march on him and
had engaged our rear guard,

We marched fast until 2:00 p. m.,
when we were ordered to halt. We
pulled out to one side of the road,
stacked arms and let the army pass,
‘We fell In at the rear to relleve the
troops that had been fighting nearly
all day. In less than fifteen minutes
'r they attacked us on the flank, wound-
| Ing one of our men and killing one of
| the battery horses. We charged them
with tibe bayonet, and they let us
alone for the balance of the day,

About ten o'clock that nlght we ar
| 'rfived on the fleld, and the boys had
thrown up breastworks. We of the
First brigade mnarched in the center
B8 supports, Next morning about
three o'clock the ball was opened.
They threw shells among us, and one
of the shells exploded about ten feet
frem our left and near the right of
the One Hundred and Fourteenth T11i-
nois, killing three men of the One
Hundred and Fourteenth. It gave me
a good scare, as | was only a few feet
from the One Hundred and Four
teenth, The B8ixth Indiana battery
opened up, and soon put the rebel
guns out of commission. The rebels
| made a charge and were repulsed with
heavy logs. About 2:00 p. m. they
‘made another charge, and were also
repulsed with llke results. During the
| night they made a third attack on our
left, and were repulsed for the third
time. On the morning of the second
day they trled It agaln, but could
make no lmpression on our line, and
were agaln driven back. About eleven
o'clook the First brigade wus ordered
1o the front to reileve some of the
troops on the left front, expecting
they would make another charge, but
they failed to come.

About one o'clock the general or-
dered our colonel to send a few men
to a cotton gin that stood mldway be-
tweon the two lines to ses what the
rebels were doing. I and a boy of
our company, named Fred Visher, un-
dertook the job, writes Michael Beck-
ley of Tiffin, Ohlo, in the Natlonal
Tribune. They opened on us two boys
with their artillery, when they saw us
coming, but we got to the gin all right,
and took shelter behind the large
beam that every cotton gin has, and
from there could see the whole rebel
army formed in line, expecting that
our army would make a charge. They
trained their artillery on the gin, and
knocked roof and rafters down upon
| ws, but luckily the upright post stood
and It afforded us protection.

After the smoke had eclearsd away
we peeped out and saw the rebels,
with two officers riding up and down
their lines, excitedly giving orders,
They would stop occasionally and take
thelr fleld glasses and look us over as
if we were a whole army. 1 told my
partner that the man on the white
horse was Forrest, and that when
they made the charge 1 would attend
to him. He was to take the officer on
the black horse. We were waiting
! and watching for them to come, and

if they had I don’t belleve that Forrest
would have lived to bother anvone
after that.
